A rtic le I.—T here ahull be a perfect, firm, 
ami inviolable peace and sincere friendship be- 
t wron the U. S. of A m enta and the Re, ublic 
of Venezuela, in all the extent of their posses- 
sion* and territories, and between their people 
and c a u c u s , respectively, without distinction 
of pereona or places. 

2 —Tile United States of A m erica and 
the Republic of Venezuela, desiring lo live in 
peace aud harm ony w ith all the oilier nations 
of the earth, by means of a policy frank and 
equally friendly with all, engage, m utually,not 
to grant any particular favor to other nations, 
in respect of commerce and navigation, w hich 
•hall not immediately bec o h i o common to

oth t p-*rty, who shall enjoy the same freely, if 
the concession was freely made, or on allowing 
ihc same compensation, if the concession was 
conditional. 
A rt. 3— The two high contracting parties 
P*in^ likew ise desirous of placing the comm, rec 
and navigation of theij respective countries on 
the liberal basis of perfect equality and reeipro- 
city, mutually agree th at the citizens o f each 
Blay frequent all the coasts and countries of the 
other, and reside and trade there in all kinds of 
produce, m anufactures aqd merchandise ; and 
they shall enjoy all the rights, privileges and 
exemptions,in navigation aud comm erce,which 
native citizens do, or shall enjoy, subm itting 
themselves to the laws,decrees and usages there 
established, to w» ich native ciliiens are sub. 
j*cl®d : but it is understood that this article 
does not include the coasting trade o f either 
country, the regulation ofw hich is reserved, by
